117 W all afreet. His cross-examination, 
which was short. Spitzer supplement­ 
ed afterwards iu a talk with the re 
porters, hut he added little to what 
has been known about the frauds, al­ 
though he gave th** impression that he 
was telling everything that he knew 
and also that he felt pretty lucky at 
getting off with a pardon 


W hy He Didn’t Confess Sooner. 


Spitzer wa* cross-examined by Clar­ 
ence Lexow, although Mr. I.exow was 
his cos nae I at the time of his own 
trial. 
It was apparent from the start 
that all the defense tared to do was 
lo bring out more clearly to th** jury 
how Spitzer had perjured himself. Mr.

How Rates Have Been Increased.

Senator La* 
Follette, of Wisconsin, launc hed an at­ 
tack on the railroad bill in the senate, 
declaring that instead of increase* in 
freight 
rates 
there

creases. 
His speech was In support of the 
Cummins 
amendment 
to 
the 
bill, 
which would require th** approval of 
the interstate commerce commission 
before increases in rates could be put 
into effect. 
It is expected that the final vote on 
the bill, with the sections regulating 
capitalization eliminated will be taken 
In the senate either Saturday yr early 
next week. 
Haying that of the 24u,QO<* miles of 
railroads in the United 
States, six 
great groups cont rolled 200,000 miles, 
Mr. I*aFYdlette found that there was 
really little variety of interest in rail­ 
road ownership in the United States, 
leaving the control pruHic&lly in one 
gigantic trust. 
He found Morgan and Rockefeller 
at the head of the entire fa bri c and 
predicted 
that ultimately those two 
names would stand not only tor the 
financial but for the production and 
transportation interests as well. 
"There is not one line in the stat­ 
utes to give the people 
reasonable 
railroad rates.” declared Senator La­ 
Follette, in opening his speech. "A ll 
that has been accomplished is to af­ 
ford a means of giving equal rates to 
shippers.’" 
The inter**st of the shipper was by 
no nteaus the interest of the general 
public, he asserted. He declared the 
people generally were as much enti­

Forty years ago the fight began with 
that, end in view, he said. and it was 
as much a fight against extortion as 
against discrimination but in the for­ 
mer r**xpe< t there had In-eu an utter 
failure. 
The senator emphasized his conten­ 
tions on a huge chart to show the rel­ 
ative importance of the various iab ­ 
road "groups."

There must be a certain amount of 
water In butter to make It a perfect 
article—not that the per cent of water 
must come within certain fixed or nar­ 
row limits, but the amount that is 
present in butter made under normal 
conditions where quality Is the main 
object. 
To the average consumer the water 
content la not greatly noticeable un­ 
less there is a small quantity of free 
water left in the package in which the 
butter was originally packed. 
H ow ­ 
ever, this free water l»ears nQ direct 
relation to the amount present In but­ 
ter. hut it Is an indication of the plan 
followed In Its manufacture. 
Butter mechanically perfect may con­ 
tain between IO and 15 per cent of 
water. 
As a rule, this extreme differ­ 
ence cannot be detected except by men 
who have made the subject, a study. 
The value of butter is based on It* 
quality and general makeup and not 
Its natural composition, except in cases 
where it bas been carried to an ex- 
t rente. 
The factors In composition flint will 
affect its quality are the extremes in 
salt contents or Whether the salt Is all 
dissolved. 
The limit which was placed upon 
the water to he Incorporated into but­ 
ter waa In part to do away with the 
growing tendency on the part of some 
to make an article that should contain 
the lowest possible amount of butter 
fat and yet bear the name of butter. 
If this bad not been checked there 
would have been danger of placing the 
ability of the buttermaker upon the 
question. "Can you get us the over­ 
run?" In place of, "Can you make good 
butter?" 
It seems as lf that idea la 
still encouraged in certain localities. 
The overrun bears a certain relation 
to the composlton of the butter, but is 
not a sure indication that a high per 
rent of water means a correspondingly 
high overrun. 
A buttermaker should have an over­ 
run that checks fairly well with the 
fat in his butter, provided the loss of 
fat In the process of manufacture bas 
been kept at its minimum. 
It cannot 
always be said that an overrun of only 
IO per cent is an Induration of butter 
itaring a high fat content any more 
than a high overrun Indicates low fat 
content butter. 
The greatest factor In overrun con­ 
trol la the accurate determination of 
the total butter fat delivered to the 
creamery, 
lf more butter fat wa* de­ 
livered than waa actually paid for It 
cannot help but increase the overrun 
and vice versa. 
Naturally the question arises, "Can 
butter be made to always contain less 
than the legal IO per cent limit for wa­ 
ter?" 
The answer is positively "Yes." 
with a fair margin for safety 
In fact, 
butter can he made to not exceed even 
a 15 per cent limit. 
A good commer­ 
cial product can contain 14 to 15 per 
cent of water. 
This, added to the 82.5 
lier cent standard for fat. makes a to 
tai of *Jtt.5 to 97.5 per cent, leaving a 
balance of 2.5 to 36 per eeut for salt, 
< n#eiti and asb. 
Since the average casein and ash 
content need uot exceed I per cent. 
tills leaves 1.5 to 2.5 per cent for salt 
TM# a mount of salt is nor sufficient 
for all grades of butter, nor will It 
meet tile demand of all consumers. 
Iu 
order to increase the salt content there 
must he a decrease in the water. 
A 
commercial product will pass to cer­ 
tain consumers containing 3.5 per cent 
salt, hut need uot exceed 3 |*er cent 
It is uot safe to work too close to 
any standard because of variation In 
composition due to sampling 
One 
sample of butter taken to represent a 
churning may or may uot be an accu­ 
rate representatiou of the butter in 
question. 
An average variation of at 
least one-half per cent roust Im* allow­ 
ed with an extreme of at least I per 
cent. 


Testing Cream. 
The percentage of fat in milk will 
bu vc some effect upon the percentage 
of fat in the cream delivered by the 
separator. 
For example, when whey 
coutaintug I to 2 per cent of fat is sep 
alated, 
utile*# the cream screw 
is 
changed. It will deliver a cream, if it 
may tie called such. that will have to 
pass through the separator again be­ 
fore It can be churned, but just how 
much two creams will vary in test, one 
made from 5 (»er cent milk and the 
other from 4 per cent milk without 
chauging the cream screw, we are un 
able to say, aud we can find do data 
that will help us to answer this ques 
tlou exactly. 
It would be a very easy 
matter to determine Just bow much 
the two creams would vary in test by 
running some 4 aud 5 (ror cent milk 
through a separator under the same 
conditions, tbeu testing the two result­ 
ing cream* 


Rations For Colts. 


Aa ex»»erienced horseman baa found 
equal parts of corn aud oats grouud to­ 
gether to be one of the best grain ra­ 
tions for growing colts. 
It furnishes 
elements needed for the production of 
fat, bone aud muscle. 
Adding bran or 
linseed meal to the ratlou aids very 
much In keeping the bowels regular 
and avoid* constipation and in this 
way lessens the liability of disease. 


Cooling th# Croom. 


To cool the cream quickly aud thor 
ougiily just as soon as the separating 
is finished Is of more importance thau 
anything else at tfiat particular time 
The pigs and calves cult wail for their 
sklmmllk, but bacteria in the cream 
walt for nothing until the temperature 
favorable to their growth is reduced. 


Planting W atarm alons. 
.Watermelons should not be planted 
Until all danger of frost is over and 
should bo nlaDted in hills about ten 
feet apart each way.
